_ THINK LATTER HAS NO CHANCE. 


The Date of the Meeting Is So Far 


Away That All Hands May Die 
Before It Arrives.

Jim Jeffries and Jim Corbett 
Matched in New York on Tuesday, 

They have signed articles to ‘fight’ 
twenty-five round before the Coney Island 
Athletic Club on Sept. 15, 1909. 

The fact that they have named a date 
fo far in the remote future makes it ap- 
pear all the more probable that they will 
hever face each other in the ring and that 
the “match” has been made simply for the 
purpose of advertising Corbett’s business 
in New York. 

‘When Siler rendered his now famous de- 
cision in the Jeffries4Shaykey fight, the 
Post-Dispatch prophesied that the Chica- 
foun would never again referee another 
Nght for the world's championship. 

The specials from New York this morn- 
ing say that neither Jeffries or Corbett 
want Siler to releree for them, so that 
Ahis eaniy Silews unfair action in the big 
Night is bearing fruit. 

As a matter of fact. however, it should 
mot make much difference who referees the 
Jeffries-Corbett affair. 

According to all the signs Jeffries «hould 
ve 4 cakewalk from the first sound of 

iv’ yerid, 

ritzsimmons beat Corbett badly and Jef- 
ries, while in St. Louis, told of how he had 
whipped Filzsimmons “without getting upa 
eweat.’’

On 
the other thhand, as high an authority 
as Referee George Siler appears to be- 
lieve that Corbett will really have a chance 
against the other fellow. Siler gays: 

“Now, Corbett has not been. drinking any- 
thing to speak of or dissipating the way 
many defeated champions do, and it is nv 
unnatural for him to think he has a chance 
against Jeffries. He always thought he 
eould defeat Fitzsimmons in a second meet- 
ing, or at least professed to think so, and 
Fitz still clamors for a chance at his con- 
queror.”’ 

Among most followers of fistic form Cor- 
ett is not conskiered to have much chance 
against the champion. The latter, as al- 
ready stated, has defeated both Sharkey 
and Fitzsimmons, both of whom had previ- 
ous victories over Corbett. Now, unless 
Jeffries gves back, Corbett would not ap- 
pear to have much chance under those con- 
ditions, but he evidently thinks the chance 
worth trying, especially with the loser’s 
end in sight. On the other hand, it would 
not surprise Many were the battle never 
fougtt,

bett, place the date of the contest 
Sept. 15, 1000, call for a fight of BW rounds, 
make Al Smith stakeholder of the $000 for- 
feit Money put up by each man and give 
the winner 7 per cont of the gate re- 
ceipts.

DIPLOMATIC DEALS DELAYED. 
Death of Lady Salisbury Hinders the 
Samoan Negotiations. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—In consequence 
of the bereavement suffered by Lord Salis- 
bury the settlement of several diplomatic 
matters pending between the United States 
and Great Britain ig expected to be de- 

layed. 

Among these are the Chinese and Sa- 
moan questions. Great Britain’s attitude 
with respect to the request of Secretary 
Hay for written assurances looking to the 
preservation of American commercial] 
rights in her spheres of influence in China 
seems to have been @#éttled to the satis- 
faction of the officials, who have received 
oral assurances of the intentions of the 
London Government to reply. favorably to 
Ambasador Choate’s note, but it is not hbe- 
lieved that the answer will be submitted 
until three weeks. The several powers ap- 
proached have undoubtedly been exchang- 
ing notes, respecting the character of their 
replies, and it is stated by diplomatists 
here that if one would take the lead the 
others would quickly follow. For this rea- 
son Great Britain’s apparent hesitancy 
has caused considerable talk In diplomatic 
circles here. 

It was reported this morning that China 
had conceded the claim of France to the 
possession of two islands which com- 
mand the entramce to Kwang-Chao-Wan 
Bay. No informatian to confirm this re- 
port has yet been received at the State 
Department, but officials say that if this 
report be true it is another indication of 
the gradyal encroachment of the powers 
upon (Chinese territory. In order that it 
may defend its commercial rights in China 
they say that this Government should 
have written assurances from the powers 
occupying territory that they will be re- 
spected.

NDPW YORK, Nov. 22.—The Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn 
has denied the appeal of Elizabeth Cisco, 
colored, from the decision of the special 
term, refusing a peremptory writ of man- 
damus to compel the School Board of 
Queensborough to admit her children to the 
public schoo] en Brenton avenue, Jamaica, 
and make no 4istinction on account of 
color.

MEXICAN RAILWAY BONDS. 
The Company Permitted to Proceed 
With lts Funding Plan. 

NPW YORK, Nov. 22.—Word was received 
in Wall street that the British Qourt of 
Appeals had, during the day, rendered 
judgment in the case of the Mexican Na- 
tional Railroad, reversing the decision of 
the lower court and permitting the com- 
pany to proceed with a plan for refunding 
its 6 per cent bonds through an issue of 
$4,500,000 (Mexican International 6s, Accord- 
ing to the report the railroad expects to 
realize about $2,000,000 by the operation. 
As the interest on the first mortgage 6s of 
the Mexican National Railroad has been 
met regularly, it is believed in Wall street 
that the. refunding plan relates to the 
second mortgage 6 per cent common 
bonds. These are of two classes, A and 
B. the total issue being $12,266,000 of each 
class. The interest on class A is cumula- 
tive, and from time to time certain pay- 
ments have been paid, but there is consid- 

erable back interest still due, 

A proposition was submitted to the hold- 
ers of the A and B bonds in 1890 to con- 
solidate the control of the company 
turning these securities over to a@ corpora- 
tion which would issue its own securities 
against them. The plan was declared oper- 
ative, and the corporation, the Mexican 
National Railway Co., Limited, of England, 
has issued £2,241,07%6 non-cumulative 5 per 
cent A and £1,911,000 B certificates. In 
April, 1898, &@ 16s 8d per cent was paid on A 
certificates. 


GOOD ARMY POST VACANT.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Maj. Wm. J. 
Volkmaker, Assistant. Adjutant-General, 
has applied for retirement, thereby creating 
one of the most desirable vacancies that 
has occurred In the staff of the army fora 
long time. The eagerness with which ap- 
pomtments to the Ad@jutant<General’s corps 
are sought is realized when it is stated that 
over 20 applications had been filed for 
Volkmaker’s vacancy before it became gen- 
erally known in the army that any retire- 
ment was about due, These applications

Aguinaldo, It “Appears, Has Escaped

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Advices 
ceived here from (Manila indicate 
Aguinaldo has probably escaped by chang- 
ing the seat of war into the northern part 
of Luzon. They think he has taken a con- 
Siderable army with him. This, if true, 
will necessitate a new series of operations 
on the part of the American army. Aguie- 
naldo has gained a temporay strategic ad- 
vantage. 

The insurgents apparently have had time 
to move out their principal supplies and 
munitions, The American circ.e of troops 
has been closed up so far without material 
resistance, but the captured suppiies have 
proved insignificant compared with those 
that would be required for Aguinaldo’s 
supposed army in this valley, which was 
esetimated at from 10,00 to 8,000 men. 
Their known large quantities of artillery 
are still unaccounted for 
The opinions of Gens. Otis and Schwan 
differ somewhat from this view.
